the ground with him; like to great” Cedars which when they fall, 
break al the woods that are round about them; thus by their Prince 
are a people made happy or miſerable, and ſo S#/omon expreſſes it 
in his Eccleſiaſtes, Happy art thou O Land, if thy Prince be thus, 
Aliſerable art thou O Land, if thy Prince be thus; mult you not then 
count it a matter of great joy, to have a good King ſet up to rule 
over you ? | 

I adde ſecondly, that this is a greater matter of zoy, when the 
Nobles, the Parliament, the leading men of the Citie and Tribes con- 
cur to have ſuch a one, both becauſe that zs the moſt likely meanes to 
obtaine it, God promiſing his bleflings to ſuch indeavours; and they 
I1kewiſe having ſome beames of Gods authority put upon them, may 
by their Councell and Example, make the Prince to be good, and in- 
able him to carry out the publike good; or it that cannet be attained, 
(through Gods mercy) by, their meanes, there may 'be a ſupply of 
what is wanting in him to make the people happie, though they faile 
of it in the-other; I ſhall make: a- brict application of this ſecond 
Branch, and ſo pafle'over it. 

Firſt, if to have a David te be our King, is fuch a bleſſedneſle ? 
then how cntſed, and ten thouſand times curſed are they-who en- 
deavour for ever to rob us of that happineſle : who as they would 


rob-us of Chrilt, the greateſt happineſfle for:our ſouls, ſo they would 


for ever deprive ns, of having atiy hope'to þe' blefled under'a Prince, 
that ſhould be like unto David; -who have rent off the perſon, and 
the affection of our Soveraign from ns; who endeavour to inftil] 
rinciples of cruekie into bis-breaſt, again us, and foment them-in 
bis, who have provoked him to raife Armes to deſtroy his Nobles, 
and Commons, and. Divines, and-this moſt honoured City z and 
even all who have becne moſt faithfull, have put him into Armests 
xuin us; and when we but ſtand up for our own defence, repreſens 
us ta himas T raytors, and Rebells, becauſe we will net phe up our 
| roats 
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Throartes to be cut by them, at their pleaſure, and our goods to be 
wholly peflefied by them ; 1t I had all Rhetorick, it would yet. be 
ſhort ot ſpeaking of theſe men, what they do deſerve. I can morc 
hely compare them to none, then to the JeWes long ſince in England, 
who (before they were baniſhed hence) threw bags of poilon into 
the fountains and wells, that the people were to drink of, and ſo in- 
deavourcd to peiſon them ul Acturſed men there arc who labour to 
make the breach ſo wide, that we ſhould never hope toſit under the "gl 
(hadow of our Prince, with any hope and confidence;-who would ao 
rather have our {treetes run with our blood , and venture their own 
too, then that we ſhould have a Prince like unto David, that is, Iuſt, 
ruling #n the feare of the Lord, to be like the morning light, and the 
morning without clouds when the ſun ariſcth:I ſuppoſe none of theſe 
men arc here preſent, and I love not to ſpeak much of abſent men, 
but onely tell you, what cauſe we have (as to curſe them) ſo to 
blefle .the Lord God, who hitherto: hath delivered us out of their 
hands, and /ct the Lord, therighteows Lord, be indge betWeen us and 
them. 

The other uſe of it is, te you, Hononrable, Reverend and be- ,, pxhortation 
loved, who next unto the fetting up of Chriſt, have hitherto indea- to indeavour 
vorcd by your Pctitions,your Remonitrances,your Supplications,and after this hap- 
by all meaus poſſible, ſo reſcue our Soveraign out of their hands, that Pi!n<<- 
not only there might be: a right underſtanding betwixt us and Him, 
but that He might 1n-truth.raign over us as David, and His Throne 
made/like unto Davids; I humbly pray you,go onin theſe indeayours, 
that if the Lord ſee it good,it may be ſozif He will have it otherwiſe, 
we ſhall have the more comfort, what ever betides ug, in the unfeig- 
nedneſſe of our defires, and indeavours after it.
